Immediately after this was issued a set of 
demands on the Central was presented and re- 
jected. The demands are: : 

That the wages of all men employed by the com- 
pany in any capacity working for less than $1.50 


cents per mile, and all men working in any de- 
partment shall receive double pay for over-time. 
Police Protection Called For. 

A request for police protection was sent to 
Acting Superintendent Byrnes immediately 
after the strike was on. All reserves were or- 
dered out. A cordon of police guards the 
freight-houses and yards on the west side, and 
another at Mott Haven. Double cordons are 
stationed at the Grand Central depot and 
around all the switch-houses. This protection 
will be maintained until the trouble is definite- 
ly settled. 

In the depot at the time the tie-up was ordered 
were four trains ready to pull out. One of 
them was the Montreal express, but not a pas- 
senger could reach his destination, though 
fabulous sums were offered. Among the pas- 
sengers was J. C. Hodges of this city, whose 
family is summering at Lake Mahopac. He 
received a telegram this afternoon announc- 
ing the death of his child, and rushed to 
catch the train. 

When he learned that it would not start he 
was frantic. Jumping on the platform he 
drew forth a fat roll of bills and rushed to the 
conductor shouting: 

Will give you this pile, $2,000, if you will 
ron this train to Lake Mahopac. My child is 
dead and I must get there.” His appeal 
touched his hundreds of fellow-unfortunates, 
but the conductor assured him that no train 
would leave the depot tonight. Disconsolate 
he rushed fora cab, vainly hoping to catch a 
train on another road. 

The New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad, which is an innocent sufferer, will 
run its trains to New Rochelle and try to 
make arrangements for transportation from 
there to this city. 

The New York, West Shore and Buffalo has 
not yet been drawn into the strike. Pickets 
were sent out by the Knights of Labor to pre- 
vent any new men from working. Unless the 
Central strike is settled soon it is believed that 
not only the West Shore but all the Vander- 
bilt lines will be involved. This will include 
the Nickel Plate, Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern, and the Michigan Central. 

At a late hour Vice-President Webb stated 
that in the yards of the Grand Central Depot 
at Forty-second street, Fifty-sixth street, and 
at West Albany there were about 850 men out. 
These men were all switchmen, and there was 
no trouble with the engineers orfiremen. Be- 
tween midnight and daylight he intended to 
put on men and clear the tracks of a few stray 
cars. and get ready to run out trains after 7 
o'clock. He said that there might be trouble 
when this was attempted, but the company 
would afford ample police protection to the 
mtn who remained loyal.

Some Plain Talk. 

But the conversation was interrupted by the 
reading of Mr. Hutchinson’s opinion. The 
Corporation Counsel held that the amuse- 
ment license of the West Park Association 
could be revoked on account of the illegal 
proceedings of Corrigan & Waldo on the 
track. He also maintained that the liquor- 
license of Corrigan & Waldo could be re- 
voked. This opinion, which was in Mr. 
Hutchinson’s best style, was fortified by cita- 
tions from authors learned in the law, but the 
distinguished gentlemen, present paid not the 
least attention to it. 

When it was finished Mayor Cregier asked 
whether under all the circumstances he ought 
not to adopt vigorous measures towards Cor- 
rigan. 

Mr. Leiter thereupon asked whether the 
Mayor had summoned them from their places 
of business to ask them whether he should en- 
force the law according to his oath of office. 
There was a painful pause after this. 

Mr. Lawson mildly ventured to suggest that 


the Mayor might be accused of being moved 


by a feeling of personal hostility tewards Mr. 
Corrigan. “We are not here, Mr. Mayor,“ 


‘said Mr. Lawson, “to support you as Mr. 


Cregier, or for your personal vindication. We 
are here to sustain you in the enforcement of 
the law so as to prevent vice and crime. The 
law in reference to gambling is plain. It 
ought to be enforced. Gambling is an in- 
sidious vice. It ought to be stamped out. 
All forms of vice ought to be eradicated, 
Irrespective of personal considerations the 
News will sustain you in the impartial enforce- 
ment of the law.”’ 
The Laws Not Enforced. 

Continuing Mr. Lawson said: It is noto- 
rious that the laws have not been enforced. 
That the Mayor is now determined to enforce 
the law is a matter of gratification to me per- 
sonally and those whom I represent. I hope 
the determination will be adhered to. But 
let the law be enforced impartially, firmly, 
and as it is written on the statute books and 
in the municipal code.”’ 

Ex-Senator Doolittle, after some prefatory 
remarks, said: The law, Mr. Mayor, was 
made to be enforced. The sovereign will of 
the people of this great State as expressed 
through legislative enactinent ought to 
be given effect by those chosen by the people 
for its execution. It is the manifest duty of 
the Executive of the city to give effect to the 
municipal laws. Should the Mayor not give 
effect to those laws he would lay himself open 
to serious imputations and subject himself to 
grave charges. The machinery for impesch- 
ment might be set in motion against him. 
The Mayor, acting on the counsel of his legal 
adviser, should not hesitate one moment to en- 
force the laws.“ 

Mr. Doolittle refused to enter into the per- 
sonal question of Mr. Cregier’s relations with 
Mr. Corrigan. 

But W. T. Baker did. He thought the 
Mayor would be sustained in a vigorous war- 
fare against all forms of gambling. The 
courts will sustain you,” said Mr. Baker. 
The courts are influenced by public opinion 
as voiced by the public press. That opinion 
is against gambling. The courts will be gov- 
erned accordingly. It is the wise and expedi- 
ent course to enforce the law against gam- 
bling.

The only persons remaining when Tun

CANADA AND THE UNITED STATES, 


Dominion Papers Comment on the Policy 
of Commercial Hostility. 

Toronto, Ont., Aug. 8.—The Mail. today in 
a long editorial says: 

Secretary Windom’s reply to Senator Cullom’s 
resolution of the 16th ult. is an intimation that 
the Treasury Department at Washington intends 
to deprive the Canadian Pacific railroad of the 
privilege which it now enjoys of forwarding over 
its line in bond, to points in the United States, 
merchandise brought by its steamers from At- 
lantic ports. It would be silly to affect to regard 
with indifference the actions and intentions of 
our neighbors in respect to these matters. Yet 
we cannot be surprised at them. So long as we 
pursue a policy of commercial hostility towards 
the United States we have no good reason to be 
astonished at, nor to complain of, like treatment 
of ourselves by them. They have quite as much 
right to make themselves unpleasant as we have. 

The Globe says: 

The fount and origin of the hostility of Con- 
gress to the Canadian Pacific lies in our railway 
subsidy policy, which enables American railroads 
built by private capital to assert and believe that 
they are being assailed by a foreign Government 
that has transformed itself into a huge transpor- 
tation company; in friction generated by the fish- 
ery questions; and in the estrangement which re- 
striction of trade between the two countries, with 
mutually hurtful tariffs, must always tend to pro- 
duce, At a time like this an advocate of peace is 
usually stigmatized as a coward or traitor. The 
Globe is quite willing to endure that reproach if only 
it can secure a hearing for so good a cause.

INSULT TO GEN. GRANT’S MEMORY.

The lottery is charged with maintaining a 
subsidized press to defend it against public 
criticism. The fact that the lottery-owners 
claim that of the $22,000,000 revenue which 
they receive 98 per cent comes from 
outside the State of Louisiana is used as an 
argument to enlist the codperation of the 
other States of the Union in favor of National 
legislation against it. As a remedy the 
adoption of the proposed amendment to the 
Federal Constitution is recommended. Pend- 
ing the adoption of the amendment 
is asked to follow out the recommendations of 
the President and the Postmaster-General, 
and exclude lottery business from the mails 
and express companies as a means of tem- 
porary relief. 

Quite a number of delegates had left the 
city and the attendance today was not so 
numerous as yesterday. 

A number of speeches were made and reso- 
lutions adopted, among the resolutions being 
one to boycott the Times-Democrat and Daily 
States of New Orleans on account of their pro- 
lottery sentiments.

SUDDENLY MADE HOMELESS, 


All the Household Effects of Jacob Albaugh 


Burned in the Street. 

The novel spectacle of a wagonload of 
household furniture blazing merrily in the 
street yesterday morning attracted a crowd 
of nearly a thousand people at the corner of 
Dearborn and Twenty-second streets. The 
sight afforded much amusement to the crowd, 
which seemed to enjoy the bonfire of furni- 
ture on a wagon in the street. But little did 
many a person who laughed at the sight know 
what bitter pangs of sorrow that little blaze 
caused to Jacob Albaugh. The furniture 
comprised his entire worldly effects. He was 
changing his place of residence from No. 186 
Augusta street to Pullman, III., where he haa 
engaged to work for the Pullman Car com- 
pany.

In many 
of the States such attempts to throw off the 
duties and obligations of common carriers 
have been anticipated and guarded against by 
statute. For instance the statute of Iowa 
reads: 

No contract, receipt, rule, or regulation shall 
exempt any corporation engaged in transporting 
persons or property by railway from liability of a 
common carrier or carrier of passengers which 
would exist had no contract, receipt, rule, or 
regulation been made or entered into. 


Thus in Iowa railroads are denied the 
power to swap away their obligations as com- 
mon carriers by extorting one-sided “ con- 


tracts from shippers. Illinois has a similar 


statute, and in many other States{the railroads 
are estopped from the highwayman action 
just taken in the field of inter-State com- 
merce. Heretofore in the absence of statutes 
the courts, both Federal and State, have in 
many instances set aside contracts, notices, 
and regulations made by railroads with a view 
to divest themselves of their responsibility as 
common carriers. It was declared against 
public policy” for railroads to make 
regulations which would secure them 
the privilege of recklessly and negligently 
destroying life or property without being re- 
sponsible in damages. Learning a trick or two 
from this experience the adroit traffic managers 
have devised the new bill of lading in the hope 
of breaking down the standard of common- 
carrier liabilities prescribed by law, and at 
the same time escaping correction from the 
courts. The aim is to get rid of the liability 
of a common carrier while still professing a 
— bsy secon ye aormmapbaa erst! to it.

and diligence required by law, provided the 
are paid advanced rates, and in some 
eases the cost ‘of insuring the freight in ad- 
dition, No shippers are to have ordinary 
commercial rates except those who will re- 
lease the carriers from their responsibility as 
fixed by common law, and permit them to in- 
jure or destroy property by negligence or 
recklessness without being liable for damages. 
The practical consequence of this piratical 

contract would be to divest the carriers of 
common-law liability. Little freight would 
be sent at the advanced rates. The necessi- 
ties of trade would require shippers to take 
commercial rates, and hence the roads would 
accomplish the long-cherished purpose of 
evading common-law liability. 

Ordinarily shippers are only as potter’s 
clay in dealing with powerful railroad corpo- 
rations, but this bill of lading scheme is so ag- 
gressive and far-reaching, so unfair and op- 
pressive in its effects that it ought to force 
the people into vigorous and inited action. 
The change proposed will not only advance 
rates arfd practically destroy the common-law 
liability of carriers, but will make bills of 
lading non-negotiable. Prudent bankers will 
not reeognize bills of lading which do not 
hold the carrier to something like the measure 
of liability imposed by common law. This 
will be in itself a great injury to shippers and 
the shipping interest. The new bill of lading 
strikes shippers at so many points that they 
ought to be aroused not only to contest the 
matter in the courts but to demand action by 
Congress to prevent the evasion of legal duties 
by common carriers. He will be a popular 
Congressman who first introduces a bill to 
scotch and kill this new monopoly snake. 


SHORT CROPS AT LAST. 

Foreign buyers were frightened several sea- 
sons in succession by the cry of short crop in 
the United States, and those who acted on it 
in earnest lost money by the operation. Now 
they are reported to be laughing at what they 
profess to think is the latest attempt to hood- 
wink them, while many of the best-informed 
men in this country have been forced to the 
conviction that the harvest yield of all the 
crops will prove to be far below the recent 
average of production. : 

The latest estimates from the Northwest in- 
dicate a much smaller wheat yield than that 
of last year, some placing it at little more 
than one-half. Allowing the utmost probable 
leeway for error, it seems safe to say that the 
total of spring and winter grades will be 
nearly 100,000,000 bushels less. Our exports 
in wheat and flour during the twelve months 
ending with last June were about 110,000,000, 
we have barely 20,000,000 in visible supply, 
and the growth of population entails a contin- 
uous increase in donféstic consumption. Add 
to this a partial failure of the crop of pota- 
toes and other vegetables, and it is evident 
the foreigners will not obtain from this coun- 
try much bread material in the ensuing twelve 
months. We have sufficient for home wants, 
but it will not be surprising if, when they 
presently wake up te the real facts of the situa- 


tion and ask for supplies, they will be disap- 


basis, therefore, less than a fifth of the work 
has been done in two weeks, There are also 
thirty-two pages relating to internal revenue 
which have to be considered. 

The Senate has finished the schedules relating 
to chemicals, oils, and paints, earths, earthen 
ware, and glassware. It is now on the third 
schedule, which relates to metals and their man 
ufactures. With importations the same as for 
the preceding fiseal year the duties imposed 
on chemicals, etc., by the McKinley bill would 
raise the revenue $87,000. The Senate amend- 
ments, while toning down the McKinley pro- 
visions in some respects, as in refusing to 
double the duty on ground sumac for the ben- 
efit of the Virginians, increase the total duties 
by a thousand dollars owing to the higher im- 
position on opium. It is unfortunate that the 
Senate did not see fit to knock out the duty put 
on sulphuric acid, which is at present on the 
free list. To levy a quarter of a cent a pound 
on it for the benefit of certain manufacturers 
means to advance the price of fertilizers and 
some other articles in the manufacture of 
which it is used, This is one of those sly digs 
at the farmer of which the McKinley bill is 
full, and which outweigh a thousand declara- 
tions of devotion to his interests. 

The earthenware and glassware schedule is 
one of the bad ones of the McKinley meas- 
ure. It proposes to add largely to existing 
duties in spite of the fact that the Customs 
Administrative bill by its reimposition of the 
charges on packages added about 5 per cent 
to the present duties, and the fact that while 
the bill was under consideration in the House 
the formation of window-glass syndicates was 
beginning and prices were going up. The Fi- 
nance Committee was honest enough to rec- 
ommend trimming down the McKinley im- 
positions so thaton equal importations the 
revenue collected under the amended Senate 
tates would be a hundred thousand dollars less 
than that collected under the present duties. 
But that gain will be more than offset by the 
charges imposed by the Customs Adminis- 
trative bill, so that if the bill passes the glass 
and earthen ware manufacturers will have 
more protection than they had a year ago and 
will be able to advance their prices to consum- 
ers, the farmer included. 

The most obnoxious feature of the metals 
schedule, outranking the higher duties on cut- 
lery and hardware, is the contemplated in- 
crease of the duty on tin-plate, after July 
next, from a cent to 2.2 cents a pound. The 
Fimance Committee has seen fit to leave that 
unaltered. It says “the increase is in order 
to establish and protect domestic industry.“ 
That it will increase the price of every tin 
cup, dish, pot, pail, and can, that it will be 
lick at the farmers and also at those who han- 
dle and send abroad their canned beef and 
hog products, does not seem to have occurred 
to the committeemen. Nor have they figured 
out, as they should have done, how many 
years it will be before the consumer will get 
tin goods at the same price he pays now and 
how much extra he will have had to pay out 
during those years. This paragraph may be 
reached at any moment and will give rise 
probably to more debate than any one that 
has preceded it. 

After this has been disposed of the obnox- 
ious cutlery and hardware provisions will have 
to be fought over. Then comes the schedule 
relating to wood and its manufactures, which 
will not take long, though the provision about 
reimposing the duty on sawed lumber if Can- 
ada should impose an export duty on logs 
may occasion some debate, because the Sen- 
ate committee has prepared a substitute for 
the clause in the House bill. 

Then, when wood has been disposed of, 
there comes the sugar schedule, and with it 
the reciprocity question and much discussion. 
How long it will take the Senate to work out 
a reciprocity plan which will suit it—for it is 
more and more certain that it will agree on 
some plan—is past alf computation. Here is 
where the great debates will take place. 
Therefore he who can cipher out when the 
bill as amended will be sent back to the House 
must be wise beyond the custom of the chil- 
dren of men.

HOW RECIPROCITY WOULD WORK. 


Curcaao, Aug. §.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
Being much interested in the tariff question, I 


entitled The United States and Latin America,” 
* „chat every dollar's worth of sugar, coffee, rub- 

ber, or other articles brought from South and 

„Central American States or the West Indies 
‘ should be paid for by American products such 
‘as flour, pork, agricultural implements, heavy 
“ machinery,” ete., and seem to think that this 
desirable object can bo attained by reciprocity 
treaties. I fail to understand why it should be 
so. There are no discriminating duties in the 
South and Central American States now on prod- 
ucts of the United States as compared with those 
on the same products from other countries, and 
therefore if we can manufacture these articles 
cheaper than others I should think that the Cen- 
tral and South American States will buy them 
from us whether we have the duties on sugar, cof- 
fee, rubber, oto., or not. You say one of the chief 
articles of import in the Latin-American States is 
cheap cotton cloth, “nearly all of which is sup- 
“plied by England, ge it can be made 
“cheaper here,” it really can be made 
cheaper here I believe that the Latin-Amer- 
ican States will buy it here in _ prefer- 
ence to England, entirely irrespective of the ques- 
tion of duties or no duties on sugar, coffee, etc., 
as trade is not ruled by motives of poetical jus- 
tice or sentiment, but by self-interest. Is it not 
a fact, however, that owing to sundry circum- 
stances caused by our highly protective system 
this as well as other articles cannot be made as 
cheaply here as elsewhere, and that therefore we 
cannot ee with England and Germany in 
supplying the Latin-American States? As I un- 
derstand it, we are now on a basis of equality as 
regards import duties in these States with othor 


Europe, * —— hold, 
as England and other European countries have 
treaties with the Latin-American States contain- 
ing the most favored nation clause, so that they 
could make no discrimination against them fa- 
voring this country. Your valued information on 
this subject will very much oblige yours respect- 
fully, P. A. Prrcorrs. 
If the heavy duties now imposed by Latin- 
American countries on American food prod- 
ucts, such as flour and pork, for instance, were 
taken off, the consumption of those articles 
would be increased enormously. A barrel of 
American flour sells on the Amazon for $20. 
Take off the duties and many more barrels 
would be sold, and this country would sell 
them, for it has no competition so far as such 
things are concerned. The exports of bread- 
stuffs to the Latin-American countries would 
increase and fumish employment for five 
ships where they now do for one; exports of 
certain manufactured articles to these coun- 
tries would increase also because of the in- 
creased facilities for shipment. At present 
the course of trade is thus: A vessel sails from 
Bahia to New York with a cargo of coffee. 
There it takes on board a cargo of bread- 
stuffs and sails for Liverpool. There it takes 
a cargo of manufactured goods and sails back 
to Bahia. But if that vessel found awaiting it 
at New York a consignment of breadstuffs for 


| Bahia it would take manufactured goods as 


part of its cargo. Those manufactured arti- 
cles which can compete in price and quality 
with foreign-made goods will follow the 
breadstuffs. Pork and flour will open the way 
for cotton goods and certain classes of ma- 
chinery. This is one reason why those American 
manufactures, such as common cotton cloths, 
which can be sold of equal quality lower than 
the English can sell them have not made 
more headway in Latin-American markets. 
Another is that the manufacturer, discouraged 
perhaps by this lack of shipping facilities, has 
uot tried as energetically as he might to push 
his trade in those quarters. He has not had 
the training in the exploiting of foreign 
markets that his English or German com- 
petitor has had. He has not been as quick to 
consult the taste or whimis or accept the 
methods of doing business of the Latin-Amer- 
icans. But when he is once on the right track 
he will pick up these things. As for the 
most favored nation clause, that amounts 
to nothing. Without going into a detailed ex- 
planation why it does not, the attention of the 
correspondent may be invited to the old 
reciprocity treaty with Canada. That pro- 
vided forthe admission of certain articles 
from that country duty free. But other 
nations did not think it gave them a right to 
demand the free admission of their products 
of similar nature, even though the commercial 
treaties with them co ntained this much-talked 
of clause, 


THERE SEEM TO BE TOO MANY MEN. 

The school census gives the population of 
the new city as 1.208, 669, or 100,000 higher 
than the Federal enumeration. The larger 
figures are the more gratifying ones, but if 
they are correct it will be necessary to admit 
the existence of an astonishing excess of adult 
males over adult females. If the school cen- 
sus is wrong it is in this variance that the 
error is to be looked for. 

According to Mr. Frankland there are 735,- 
435 persons over 21, of whom 409,676 are 
males and 325,759 females, an excess of 83,914 
for the former. In 1886 there were only 500 
more adult males than females. Therefore 
the census must have been wrong that year or 
it is wrong now. How does it happen that the 
excess of males in Chicago is more than any- 
where else? Again, that territory which is 
said to have had 409,000 males over 21 in 1890 
cast in the fall of 1888 about 169,000 votes. 
There are thousands here who have not been 
five years in the country, or a year in the 
State; a strict registration law cut off thou- 
sands more. But, even allowing for these 
things, should not there have been more votes 
cast with this immense adult male population? 

A look at the ward returns shows some 
curious facts. The Twenty-third Ward, be- 
tween Division, Wells, and the river, is 
eredited with 276 more persons under 21 than 
in 1888, with 185 fewer adult females and with 
2,889 more adult males. The Seventeenth 
Ward has 127 more persons under 21 than two 
years ago, with 730 more adult females and 
2,885 more adult males. The Seventh Ward 
gained in persons under 21 687; in persons 


over that age 8,543. What peculiarity is there 


about these wards that causes such 
‘eults? W is credited — 
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over 21, when ten years ago in San Francisco, 
where the reasons for an excess of adult males 
are stronger than here, the proportion was a 
smaller one. 

The only safe conclusion depending this 
census difference is that the school enumera- 
tion is too high and the Federal count too low. 
The correct figures may be about midway 


PRESIDENT HARRISON AND RECIPROCITY. 
The Washington dispatches to the different 
papers agree that President Harrison believes 
that the principle of reciprocity as set forth by 
Mr. Blaine should be recognized in the Mc- 
Kinley bill and that he will say so, even if he 
does incur thereby the displeasure of Speaker 
Reed, who seems to think that the man elected 
by the Republicans of the Nation has less 
right to express his opinions, than a man elected 
by the representatives of one Congressional 
district, The President is the Commander- 
in-Chief of the Republican army, with Mr. 
Reed as acorps Commander under him. It 
would be queer if the subordinate were to be 
permitted to be the boss, 

Mr. Harrison expressed himself indirectly 
in favor of reciprocity some months ago, 
when he sent his first message to Congress. 
He said therein the protective principle 
“ should be maintained and applied fairly to 
“ the products of our farms as well as of our 
“‘shops.”’ How are the products of Western 
farms to be protected? By imposing duties 
on the corn, wheat, and beef of other lands, 
and thus keeping them out? But they would 
not come in if there were no duty. Of whose 
corn does the Kansas farmer fear the compe- 
tition? His maize cannot be protected by im- 
posing a duty on the non-existent foreign arti- 
cle. The way to protect him is to give him 
wider markets—which means higher prices— 
for his corn or for the pork and lard he makes 
out of it.. Protection for the products of the 
shops means the control of the home market; 
protection for the products of the farm, for 
which the home market does not suffice, means 
access to outside markets. 

The proposition to take off the duties on 
sugar has given the President a chance to 
make a move to protect the products of West- 
ern farms, and he means to avail himself of it. 
As to that method of doing it which he will 
recommend there is a disagreement of opinion. 


Probably nobody knows, out of the many who 


have professed to state his views. It is said 
that he dislikes that amendment which would 
authorize the President to restore the old du- 
ties if any sugar-selling country did not come 
to terms—that he does not wish to have the 
responsibility rest on him, and would prefer 
to have it on Congress, This is a natural fcel- 
ing, but the power would be exercised more 
quickly and effectively if in the hands of the 
Executive. The ability of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment to modify ite tariff by “orders in 
council” while Parliament is not in session 
gives it a decided advantage at times. 

Whatever is done should be done now. It 
will not do to insert some vague general state- 
ments of regard and respect for reciprocity 
and leave the matter to future Congresses. 
Brazil was ready to make a reciprocity treaty 
on the free sugar basis when the McKinley 
bill broke off negotiations; for Brazil, think- 
ing it was to get free sugar anyway, did n 
see why it should pay anything for it. But 
for McKinley the Western farmer might have 
seen by this time another market opening 
before him. 

Congress has the game in its own hands, It 
can use these sugar duties to pry open Latin- 
American markets for the good of the farmer. 
It can use them if it chooses to pry open 
German markets to American hogs and thus 
benefit the American farmer. In 1883 the 
United States sent $9,000,000 worth of its 
products to Germany in éxcess of what it im- 
ported from that country. In 1889 the balance 
was fifteen millions the other way. A judi- 
cious use of the sugar duties would rectify 
that. With the President and the people on 
their side the Senators and Representatives 
can go ahead fearlessly, even if their course 
does not please Messrs. Reed and McKinley. 


REMOVAL OF GEN. GRANT’S REMAINS. 

The Senate yesterday passed Senator 
Plumb’s concurrent resolution providing for 
the transfer, with Mrs. Grant’s consent, of the 
remains of Gen. Grant from New York to 
Arlington Cemetery. The whole country, out- 
side of New York, will applaud the Senate for 
its prompt action and now will look to the 
House to approve its action without delay. It 
hardly can be doubtful that even in New York 
all patriotic persons and admirers of Gen. 
Grant will take the same view of the case, un- 
leas they are insensible to feelings of shame 
and humiliation. 

The reasons for removing Gen. Grant’s 
body are so plain that they hardly need state- 
ment. The relations of New York to Gen. 
Grant in the past, whether in his military, po- 
litical; or business career, were not of that 
friendly and sympathetic nature which makes 
it fitting his body should be buried there. As 
the condition of the honor of securing his last 
resting place it was stipulated by one hundred 
of the richest men in New York that an ap- 
propriate monument should be erected to his 
memory. Five years have passed and no mon- 
ument has been built. The requisite money 
has not been raised nor is there any indication 
that it ever willbe. Astime goes on such 
a result naturally grows more and more im- 
probaple. If the New-Yorkers failed to raise 
it while his memory was fresh in their recol- 
lection there is no hope they will do it after 
they have forgotten there was a General who 
achieved results to which that city was hostile. 
Not only have they failed to erect a memorial 
to him but they have allowed his grave to.be 
desecrated g-ossly and shockingly. In every 
way they have forfeited the right to be the 
custodians of the body of the great soldier. 

There can be no doubt that the House will 
pass the Senate resolution, and when that is 
done it is to be hoped Mrs. Grant will under- 
stand that the voice of Congress in this mat- 
ter is the voice of the people, who are shocked 
and humiliated at the outrages which have 
been perpetrated at the grave of the Old Com- 
mander and the gross disrespect which has 


been shown to his memory. It is to be hoped |

About a month ago the roads between Chi- 
cago and St. Paul agreed to abandon the pro- 
portional rate of 30 cents previously in effect 
and to charge on the basis of 50 cents, first 
class, on through as well as on traffic locally 
from Chicago. Previous to that the rate from 
Chicago to St. Paul on traffic from Chicago 
proper had been on the basis of 40 cents. At 
the meeting referred to the Chicago and 
Northwestern raised special objections to the 
continuance of a proportional tariff because of 
the wide difference between a 30 and a 50 cent 
rate. The road took the position that it would 
be unjust to charge Chicago shippers 50 cents 
first-class and give a 30-cent rate to shippers 
east of this point. On account of the North- 
western’s plea the other roads agreed to abol- 
ish the 30-cent proportional rate and charge 50 
cents on all traffic, whether it originated at 
Chicago or east of here. 

Notwithstanding all this the Northwescern 
now reéstablishes the 30-cent proportional 
tariff on traffic from the East, and by main- 
taining its 50-cent rate on business originat- 
ing at Chicago, makes the discrimination 
against shippers here greater than before the 
late agreement. 

The competitors of the Northwestern had 
not expected any such action on the part of the 
road, and were taken completely by surprise 
when they received information from New 
York yesterday that the new tariff had been 
distributed among the shippers of that city 
by the agents of the Northwestern. 

The cause of the Northwestern’s action is 


not known, but it is believed to be due to in- 


fluences brought to bear on that company’s 
officials by the Eastern trunk lines. The 
Northwestern, being a Vanderbilt road, is sub- 
ject to the dictation of the Vanderbilt officials 
in the East. It appears that the Eastern trunk 
lines and Central Traffic Association roads 
were opposed to the action of the Chicago-St. 
Paul lines in establishing the same rates on 
traffic coming from the ason that from 
Chicago. They have been making efforts for 
some time to induce the Northwestern roads 
to reéstablish the low proportional rates on 
traffic from the East. At the meeting of the 
Northwestern Division of the Western Freight 
Association in this city last week the follow- 
ing communication from Chairman Blanchard 
on the above subject was read:

After some discussion Chairman Faithorn 
was directed to advice Mr. Blanchard regard- 
ing the —— as to a conference, it be- 
ing thought unadvisable to make any change 
in the rates west of Chicago. 

Notwithstanding this action, to which the 
Northwestern agreed, it at once issued a new 
proportional tariff on the basis of thirty cents, 
Chicago to St. Paul, with the evident purpose 
of aiding the Eastern roads to. gain their ob- 


ject. 

The result of the course adopted by the 
Northwestern will be the reéstablishment of 
a 30-cent proportional tariff by all the Chi- 
cago-St. Paul roads, in which event it is cer- 
tain the rates locally from Chic will be 
again reduced to the 40-cent basis, as it will 
be impossible to maintain a 50cent rate on 
business locally from Chicago against a 30. 
cent rate on traffic coming from the East. 


THE RAILROADS ARE WEAKENING. 


Lake Lines Will Not Adopt the New Bill 
of Lading. 

The uniform bill of lading question contin- 
ues to be the all-absorbing subject of discus- 
sion in railroad and shipping circles. The 
opinion is gaining ground that the trunk lines 
will not be able to maintain their position. 
Some of the roads are weakening, and 
will embeace the first opportunity 
to set themselves right with the ship- 
pers. The Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania lines 
are greatly worried over the fact that their 
business is seriously falling off and that the 
Grand Trunk, Wabash, and some of the weak 
lines are getting all the freight they can carry. 
An effort.is already being made to shift the 
blame for the present trouble on Chairman 
Blanchard. Itis claimed he acted too arbi- 
trarily with the shippera,who by a little di- 
plomacy might have been induced to ac- 
cept the new bill. While this is no doubt true 

Mit is hardly fair to blame Mr. Blanchard 
or the mistakes that have been made. He 
simply carried out the mandates of the officers 
of Eastern trunk lines, who thought there 
would be no great difficulty in whipping the 
Western shippers into accepting the new bill 

If those Eastern magnates had been wise 
they would have said that shipments under 
the new bill would take rate one class lower 
than under the old form. This would 
have made many shippers clamorous for the 
new measure in order to secure the reduced 
rate.

OUR TRADE RELATIONS WITH CHILI. 


| Commissioner Rei of That Country Points 
Out the Value of Reciprocity. 

A. Thompson Rei, Commissioner of the 
Government of Chilifor school material and 
agricultural implements, occupies room No. 
142, Auditorium Hotel. At an interview held 

ith him last evening he manifested consider- 
able discomfiture over recent publications 
made by American journals concerning the 
trade relations between his Government and 
the United States, wherein it was asserted 
that all preterences from the Chilian Govern- 
ment were given to English manufacturers. 
In refuting the ideas erroneously created he 


said: 

“T have been told that several American 
journals have published articles claiming that 
the Chilians did not eare to cultivate business 
with your country, and that we gave the pref- 
erence to England because our pathies 
were more in harmony with English ideas. 
Now, 2 me to a: eae such is not me 
ease. It is v w accuse our people 
in that way. “England buys from us our prin- 
cipal productions, such as copper, nitrate 
of silver, and wheat. In return we buy their 
manufactures. Your Government has taxed 
all of our productions, such as copper, hides, 
and wool, to such an extent that we 
bring them here and exchange them for your 
manufactures, Since Jan. 1 of this year our 
Co has passed a law allowing all mining 
and industrial machinery, as well as agricult- 
ural implements, to be entered free of duty to 
my country. This of itself is a direct pro- 
tection to your country’s manuf ing in- 
terests, as you will see. Your Government 
should reciprocate and receive our produc- 
tions in like manner. There is great sym- 
pathy in my country for the United Sta 
and, as proof of this, there is in our principa 
port, the City of Valparaiso, a statue erected 
to the memory of Mr. Wheelwright, an Amer- 
ican, who was ‘the first man to show us a 
steamboat. He brought the first one to our 
country ever seen there. Chilians appreciate 
all who make efforts for their own progress. 

If you will allow me to talk plainly I will 
say that, with some honorable exceptions, 
many of the Americans who have gone to my 
country are not the best of men, but men who 
are there looking for money and without cap- 
ital themselves. As an 2 two years

by M. Berthelot, the father of thermo-chemis- 
try, who has carried the whole subject from 
the sphere of 
investigation, enabled his disciples to an- 
alyze any explosive and to indicate what its 
force will be, and also to discover new com- 
pounds which shall possess properties desig- 
nated m advance, 

He commenced b pas gee the phe- 
nomena of heat develo both inthe forma- 
tion of an explosive and in its position, 
and discovered the key which unlocked the 
mystery that had previously surrounded all 
explosives. Nitrate of potash (saltpeter), for 
instance, was for centuries known to be use- 
ful for powder-making, but no one knew wh 
it wasso. Lavoisier discovered a hund 
years ago that it was a vast magazine of oxy- 
gen; but sulphate of is an almost 
equally vast reservoir of oxygen, yet it cannot 
be used for making powder, It was reserved 
for Berthelot to discover that nitrate of pot- 
ash in decomposing with charcoal gives out 
a large quantity of heat, while sulphate of pot- 
ash er same circumstances absorbs 
an even ity.

Did 
you ever see the house that Hawthorne lived 
in at Lenox? Did vou ever see Emerson’s 
house at Concord? They are good houses for 
Americans to know and remember. They 
permitted ht.

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Serious Mistakes Often Result Drugs That 
Vary in Strength According to the Firm 
That Manufactures Them—Great Differ- 
ence in Pepsin—Opportunities That 
Druggists Have to “Substitute "—Physi- 
‘cians Who Prescribe Patent Medicines— 
Views of Prescription Clerks, 

The recent charges made against a druggist, 
that he had substituted one drug for another 
and is now being sued for doing 80, have given 
rise to considerable talk among the trade. A 
great many do not deny that the opportunities 


for substituting are many, but they all claim 


that they do not do it themselves. There are a 
number of drugs that vary in strength, accord- 
ing to the firm who manufactures them, and it 
is on this point that the public have a right to 
complain. A man may go into a drug store 
to have a prescription filled and may get some- 
thing that is entirely inadequate to touch his 
case. But it appears the physician is prob- 
ably more to blame than any one else. He 
does not specify the exact kind of drug that he 
wants put into the prescription. 

On this subject a chemist in the city talked 
yesterday. He is conversant with 
all branches of the trade, has had dealings 
with a large number of druggists of the United 
States, and has given especial attention to 
what are known as proprietary remedies.“ 
These are not patent medicines, but are put 
up by manufacturing druggists for the use of 
physicians and druggists. Said he: 

It is a well-known fact that physicians do 
not specify on their prescriptions the ind of 
medicine they want. They leave it to the 
druggist. In Chicago we will say there are 500 
druggists and 1,500 physicians. Now, out of 
this number of physicians only 50 per cent 
specify on their prescriptions. There are a 
great many manufacturing drug houses in the 
country, each puts up the same kind 
of medicine, makes pills that have the same 
name, but yet are they the same? Hardly. 
They differ as much as anything can. Let me 
give you an example, Take pepsin, for in- 
stance. That is a comparatively new thing. 
About twelve firms put pepsin on the market ; 
that is to say, twelve reputable firms. The

A few weeks ago, I read through, for the 
first time in my life, one of those volumes 
which one does not care, after reading, to 
leave u the center-table. The name and 
fame of the author, his well-known high moral 
standards, and the intense religious character 
which he is understood to cultivate—these be- 
guiled me, and I did read. Here is the man 
who has been treated by literary critics asa 
second Christ, and who, despite certain slips 
in taste which we all recognize 
has certainly moral motives o 
a very high and noble order. Here is he who 
has been boldly called the greatest novelist of 
this or any other or of any to May 
we not trust Tolstoi to the extent of one very 
small story published with what we cannot 
deny to be the highest moral aim? One would 
have thought so. Butif his last volume be a 
fair specimen of what we are to expect of the 

i of the morality, of the modesty, 
true may 

the author too!

that the novel is not 
a medical treatise. He has converted the pen 
of the story-writer into the probe of the phy- 
sician. Tolstoi’s psychology is nothing but 
physio His unpardonable fault is one of 
iterary taste. He lacks more than refine- 
ment; he lacks simple human decency; and 
that is the beginning and end of the matter. 
If civilization implies a high degree of 
delicacy, if the lack of delicacy betokens the 
savage, and if we are falling behind our times 
in personal modesty, it is well to put the situ- 
ation in a few of those blunt words which ap- 
peal to human pride. Many a man or woman 
is kept virtuous from * Our sense of 
superior delicacy is, after a tremendous 
moral support. Many of us would rather 
be called criminal than coarse. To be known 
as unrefined is the pit of social degradation. 
Convince the half-nude waltzing woman that 
she is nota lady buta savage, and she will 
clothe herself and inyent a new dance. Con- 
vince the writer of indelicate literature that 
he is not an artist but a savage, and he will 
burn his manuscripts and discover a new lit- 
erary fashion. Let us draw the lines clearly, 
and, having done that, abide by them. Society 
always respects her own restrictions, no mat- 
ter how she may treat those of a higher and
